THE INDIAN MEDICAL COUNCIL (AMENDMENT) 
ORDINANCE, 1992 

No. 13 of 1992 

Promulgated by the President in the Forty-third Year of the 

Repui- lie of Tndia. 

An Ordinance further to amend the Indian Medical Council 

Act, 1956. 

Whfklas Parliament h not in stssiun and the President is satisfied that 
circumstances exist which renders it necessary for him to take immediate action; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (1) of arti¬ 
cle 123 of the Constitution. the Pi 'sjdent is pleased to promulgate the following 
Ordinance:— 

5. (1) This Ordinance n'.a\ lx: called the Indian Medical Council (Amend- Short 
nient) Ordinance. 1992. title and 

commence- 

(2) it shall come into lorce at once, meat. 

2. After section 10 of the Indian Medical Council Act. 1956 (hereinafter 
refeircd to as the principal Act), the following sections shall be inserted, namely:--- 
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‘10A, (/) Notwithstanding anything contained in tthis Act or any other 
law [of the lime being in force,— 

(it) no person shall establish a medical college; or 

(b) no medical college shall-— 

(/) open a new or higher course of study or training (includ¬ 
ing a post-graduate course of study or training) which would 
enable a student of such course otr training to qualify himself 
for the award ol any recognised medical qualification; or 

(ii ) increase its admission capacity in any course of study 

or training (including a post-graduate course of study or training),

except with the previous permission of the Central Government obtained in 
accordance with the provisions ol this section. 

Explanation 1.— For (he purpose' of this section, “person” includes 
any University or a trust liut does not includes the Central Government. 

Explanation 2.—For the purposes of this section, “admission capacity”, 
in relatidn to any course of study or training (including post-graduate 
course of study or training) in a medical college, means the maximum num¬ 
ber of students that may be fixed by the Council from time to time for 
being admitted to such course or training. 

(2) (a) Every person or medical college shall, for purpose of obtaining 
permission under sub-section (i), submit to the Central Government a 
scheme in accordance with the provisions of clause (b) and the Central 
Government shall refer the scheme to the Council for its recommendation. 

{l>) The scheme referred to in clause (<i) shall be in such form and 
contain such particulars and be preferred in such manner and be accom¬ 
panied with such fee as may be prescribed. 

(?) On receipt of a scheme by the Council under sub-scction (2) the 
Council may obtain such other particulars as may be considered necessary 
by it from the person or (he medical college concerned, and thereafter, it 
may,— 


<ct) if the scheme is defective and docs not contain any nccessaiy 
particulars, give a reasonable opportunity to the person or college 
concerned for making a written representation and it shall be open 
to such person or medical college to rectify the defects, if any speci¬ 
fied by the Council; 

(b) consider the- scheme, having regard to the factors referred to 
in sub-section (7), and submit the scheme together with its recom¬ 
mendations thereon to tire Central Government. 

(4) The Cential Government may, after considering the scheme and 
the recommendations of the Council under sub-section (?) and after ob¬ 
taining, where necessary, such other particulars as may be considered 
necessary by it from the person or college concerned, and having regard 
to the factors referred to in sub-scction (7), either approve (with such condi¬ 
tions, if any, as it may consider necessary) or disapprove the scheme and 
any such approval shall be a permission under subjection (1): 
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Provided that no scheme shall be disapproved by the Central Govern¬ 
ment except after giving the person or college concerned a reasonable op¬ 
portunity of being heard: 

Provided further that nothing in this sub-section shall prevent any 
person or medical college whose scheme has not been approved by the 
Central Government to submit a fresh scheme and the provisions of this 
section shall apply to such scheme, as if such scheme has been submitted 
for the first time under sub-section (7). 

(5) Where, within a period of one year from the date of submission 
of the scheme to the Central Government under sub-section (/), no order 
passed by the Central Government has been communicated to the person 
or college submitting the scheme, such scheme shall be deemed to have 
been approved by the Central Government in the form in which it had 
been submitted, and, accordingly, the permission of the Central Govern¬ 
ment required under sub-section (1) shall also be deemed to have been 
granted. 

(6) In computing the time limit specified in sub-section (5), the time 
taken by the person or college concerned submitting the scheme, in 
furnishing any particulars called for by the Council, or by the Central 
Government, shall be excluded. 

(7) The Council, while making its recommendations under clause 

(b) of sub-section (3) and the Central Government, while passing an order, 
either approving or disapproving the scheme under sub-section (4), shall 
have due regard to the following factors, namely:-— 

(a) whether the proposed medical college or the existing medical 
college seeking to open a new or higher course of study or training, 
would be in a position to offer the minimum standards of medical 
education as prescribed by the Council under section 19A or, as the! 
case mav be. under section 20 in the case of post-graduate medical 
education: 

( b ) whether the person seeking to establish a medical college or 
the existing medical college seeking to open a new or higher course 
of study or training or to increase its admission capacity has adequate 
financial resources; 

(c) whether necessary facilities in respect of staff, equipment, 
accommodation, training and other facilities to ensure proper func¬ 
tioning of the medical college or conducting the new course of study 
or training or accommodating the increased admission capacity have 
been provided or would be provided within the time-limit specified in 
the scheme. 

(d) whether adequate hospital facilities, having regard to the 
number of students likely to attend such medical college or course of 
study or training or as a result of the increased admission capacity, 
have been provided or would be provided within the time-limit speci¬ 
fied in the scheme; 

(e) whether any arrangement has been made or . programme 
drawn to impart proper training to students likely to attend such 
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medical college or course of btudy or training by persons having the 

recognised medical qualifications; 

(/) the requirement of manpower in the field of practice of 

ritedicine; and 

(g) any other factors as may be prescribed. 

(fl) Where the Central Government passes an order either approving 
or disapproving a scheme under this section, a copy of the order shall be 
communicated to the person or college concerned. 

IOB, ( 1) Where any medical college is established except with the 
previous permission of the Central Government in accordance with the 
provisions of section 1OA. no medical qualification granted to any student 
of such medical college shall be a recognised medical qualification for the 
purposes of this Act. 

(2) Where any medical college opens a new or higher course of study 
or training (including a post-graduate course of study or training') except 
with the previous permission of the Central Government in accordance with 
lhe provisions of section ! OA, no medical qualification granted to any 
student ol such medical college on the basis of such study or training shall 
be a recognised medical qualification for the purposes of this Act. 

(>) Where any medical college increases its admission capacity in any 
course of study or training except with the previous permission of the 
Central Government in accordance with the provisions of section 10A, no 
medical qualification granted to any student of such medical collage on 
the basis u'f the increase in its admission capacity shall be a recognised 
medical o. unification for the purposes of this Act. 

Expl: tat it i n. —For the purposes of this section, the criteria for identi¬ 
fying a student who has been granted a medical qualification on the basis 
of such increase in the admission capacity shall be such as may be pres¬ 
cribed. 

IOC. (1) If, ulier the Jst day of June. 1992 and on and before the 
commencement of the Indian Medical Council (Amendment) Ordinance, 
1992 any person has established n mcdicul college or any medical college 
has opened a new or higher course of study or training or increased the 
admission capacity, such person or medical collage, as the case may be, 
shall seek, within a period of one year from the commencement of the 
Indian Medical Council (Amendment) Ordinance, 1992, the permission 
of fjhc Central Government in accordance with the provisions rtf section 
IOA of the principal Act. 

(2) If any person or medical college, as the case may be, fails to seek 
the permission under sub-section (/) of this Ordinance, the provisions of 
section 10B of the principal Act shall apply, so far as may be. as if per¬ 
mission of the Central Government under section IOA of the principal Act 
JOA has been refused. 

3. In section 33 of the principal Act, after clause if I. the following clauses 
shall be inserted, namely: — 

"(fa) the form of the scheme, the particulars to be given in such 
scheme, the manner in which the scheme is to be preferred and the fee 
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payable with the scheme unde- clause (b) of sub-section (2) of section 
10A; 


(Jb) the criteria for identifying a student who has been granted 
a medical qualification referred to in Explanation to sub-section (t) 
of section I OB.''.
